facts I waring upon tin* now question of 
town improvement are duly considered 
we think many of our citizens will at 
least tleeln It to he worthy of attention 
nml perhaps of future notion. The 
nubile library, by the provision; of tlm 
Tufts will, must forever have its loca¬ 
tion at the laimling. ami the lectures 
must also be given there.

Will yon allow me to congratulate 
you on the manly stand you have taken 
In .supporting the rceleetion of that 
trustv ami faithful public servant, 
fsheriff Kiidicott?

It would certainly he 
cheaper for him to provido well water 
for the animals, for it would be an 
agreeable temperature. This is another 
matter that should be considered by 
this time, for wolls must be made or at¬ 
tended to beforo winter comes to stay.

The following from Professor Henry, 
of Wisconsin Experiment Station, has 
como to our hands. It is in reply to 
an inquirer who wants to know the 
best mothod of foeding young hogs for 
market, evidently written in reply to a 
newspaper querist: 

To hogs of tho age nnmed I would 
feed n ration of ono-thiri shorts, mid¬ 
dlings nr shipstuff, it is often styled, 
nnd two-thirds corn. Ono can well af¬ 
ford to pay 118 or evon $20 a ton for 
this food, when corn is 50 cents a 
bushel. The ration can be fed dry, 
but for variety it can bo made into a 
slop economically. If shorts are hard 
to got, mix bran with the fcod instead, 
though bran may generally considered 
ns belonging to tho cows. To feed 
com alone is a wasteful process, 
and now it is too costly to feed care* 
Icssly. May be, if I am too lato with 
my udvico to “D" for fattening hogs, 
l ain still in plenty of time to urge upon 
him not to give his brcc ling sows too 
much corn this winter. Care is needed 
in Abb particular, for it ia so 
easy to throw out a basket of corn into 
the pen and think the hogs are satisfied. 
Corn is no more a proper food for a hog 
because ho likes it than candy is proper 
food for a child bocauso it likes candy 
better than bread and butter. The com¬ 
parison is not quite a fair one, for as a 
part ration for u hog, corn is all right, 
and for fattening hog* it may form the 
grrnter part of the ration. The brood 
sow that next spring must give birth to 
ten or a dozm pigs, must have the ma¬ 
terial out of which to make their car¬ 
casses and corn will not supply it unless 
fed in excess. That is, the sow will 
get more carhhydrates in the corn than 
she needs if she gets tho protein re¬ 
quired. 

To tho brood sows gi vo variety, plac¬ 
ing in the list shorts, bran, a little oil 
meal, barley, rye, dairy house waste and 
a little corn. Of course roots, such ns 
beets, if ccoked, will bo a great aid. 
Give plenty of protein is tho point I 
wish to make, nnd keep the bowels 
loose rather tuan keep the creature hot, 
fat and constipated. The young pigs, 
too, need the protein for growth. It is 
the sows and pigs that wo must look 
after rather than the fattening hogs. 

When I soo how weak the bones of 
corn-fed hogs aro under the testing ma¬ 
chine, I wonder how corn-fed breeding 
hows can bring forth a litter of pigs

Tho 
number of men is supposed to bo some¬ 
what smaller thin the number of 
women. 

The number of deaths in the entire 
world, each ycir, n placid vat about 
thirty-five anil n quarter million, which 
would make nearly one hundrcxl thou¬ 
sand a day, four thousand an hour nnd 
sixty-seven a minute. 

On the other hand, there are, it is 
estimate !, thirty six n^d three- quarter* 
million persons born every year; which 
would make more than ono hundred 
thousand p?r day, and seventy per min¬ 
ute. 

The average, duration of life, in the 
world as n tvh().e, is thirty-eight years.

This, whether successful or not, de- 
pea ds upon the soil and climate. As a 
rule, in all severo climates it is seldom 
ad visable and lev* so ia heavy soils than 
in light ones. Tho oj>en exposuro to 
the cold of Fall-set trees is apt to dry 
and shrivel them, and if they nro not 
killed outright, their vitality is so much 
weakened that it is long before they re ¬ 
cover. When trees are received in the 
Fall, tho proper plan is to heel t hem iu, 
packing them together in a trench a* 
close a* possible, slanting toward the 
south, that sun will hnvu less effect on 
them, and covered with at least a foot 
of dirt over the roots, and slanted to 
turn off all water that falls on them, or 
the root* will bo rotted, Yyhero soil 
and climate jsermit, Fall planting has 
much to recommend it. Tho soil by 
the; freezing and thawing pack* very 
closely around the roots, and a* soon as 
the first warm days occur, they at onco 
take root long beforo Spring planting 
could bo (lone. It has also soino di«- 
advantages; unless tho surfneo soil in 
Spring is loosened around Fall-planted 
trees, they will suffer more than Spring- 
set from dry weather. The reader 
must study circumstances that surround 
him, nnd be guided by the judgment as 
to whether Fall or Spring planting is 
best for him. —American CuUivitor,

KEEPING KUOS. 

Home recommend smearing the egg* 
with grease or butter; sumo brush them 
over with a solution of Borne sticky 
BuUstnnco like gum-arabic; othcrH dip 
them in thick lime water, a* methods 
for closing tho pores of the shell*. All 
of theso ways are troublesome, and 1 
have found, nays a writer in tho New 
York World, that I can keep eggs a rea¬ 
sonable time by storing them in a cool 
place, and putting them, small end 
down in powdered charcoal; or, if this 
is thought too much trouble, in straw, 
or anything of tho kind thut will hold 
them iu this position. Bo long a* the 
yolk doos not settle down and stick to 
the sheli, tho egg will remain good, 
nnd by changing ends occasionally, this 
may bo prevented for quite a long 
time. It is quite important that egg* 
which nre put away to sorvu iu a time 
of scarcity should bo fresh and good 
when laid down, and th<j more uniform 
the temperaturo of tho place tho longer 
they will keep. A cool cellar, neither 
wot, nor dust dry, seem* to bo the best 
play. Notwithstanding anything that 
may bo dono to them, time will tell on 
fggs as, well as on anything else, uud 
they will show it too, not only on the 
outside, but in the eating. Bt.li, it it 
a very nico thing to havo egg* in tho 
house that you can u*o for cooking, 
when tho hens do not furnish a supply, 
hut there is no such thing a* keeping 
•KR* fts good a* when they were fresh 
laid. 


A Desirable Name.

December, the English ship Mctiai wn* 
crossing (he straits, and capsiz ed in a 
gale.

Now 
come* tho most singular part of this 
story; On tho 19th day of August, in 
the yenr 1889. a Lrods coal bnrg»*, wit h 
nine inen, foundered; two of them— 
lioth Hugh William*, an uncle and 
nephew—wero rescued by soino fisher¬ 
men, and wero tho only men of tho 
ciew who lived to tell of the catamity. 
These are facts which can bo substau. 
tiated.

Where 
there was a cross for one candidate in 
any office, there would be no blank in 
that office, but if only one office*mas 
voted for all the rest of the ticket was 
counted as blanks, nnd at the count for 
returns all the votes and blanks in each 
office were evened tip so that the votes 
anti blanks would tally with the total 
number of ballots cast. In the details 
of the vote below It will l>e found that 
the returns for the several offices do not 
correspond in total* owing to no re¬ 
turns being made to the Town Clerk of 
blanks in Ward 5. What effect this 
Will have at the State House, where 
inquiry may be imule for the ot Iter l,al¬ 
lots which would make a tally for each 
office, we are unable to say. 

A ripple of excitement was created 
in precincts by a protest entered by 
Col. Lovell against clerk McIntosh be¬ 
ing permitted to leave the polling place 
witli a list of names which he had cn|s 
ied from the voting list, the Colonel 
fearing that it might be used Tor elec¬ 
tioneering purposes outside. Mr. Mc¬ 
Intosh immediately destroyed the copy 
and order again reigned in the precinct. 

A voter in the next pew to orator .1. 
Footer Gray undertook to enlighten him 
on the Australian method, hut was im¬ 
mediately checked by an inspector.— 
Another Inspector wan asked if a cer¬ 
tain resident had voted, but this elec¬ 
tioneering scheme didn't work, it being 
illegal. 

The vote of Weymouth is given in 
full on the next page. 

The result of the contest for State 
officials is the election of the Republi¬ 
can candidates—for Governor Brackett 
having 1211,702 votes, Uussell 120,813, 
Blackiner 13,834. the total vote being 
201,830, witli 3070 plurality for Brack¬ 
ett. 

The Senatorial vote gives 20 Republi¬ 
can, II Democrat, Win. F. Gleason, R., 
being elected in this district. 

The House stands 102 Republican, 70 
Democrat. Louis A. Cook. It., Joseph 

A. Cushing, K.. Judah Quincy, D., are 
the victors in the 3th Norfolk district. 

Judge Sumner was elected as District 
Attorney, though the first accounts 
gave the position to Harvey 11. I’ratt. 
The returns give Sumner a plurality of 
130, but it is stated tlmt Mr. Bratt will 
petition for a recount. 

The animated contest over the can- 
didates for Sheriff of Norfolk county 
was the principal local feature of the 
campaign, anti resulted in the election 
of Augustus II. Kndicott, the present 
incumbent of the office, by Jim plural¬ 
ity. 

Charles II. Smith, elected as County 
Treasurer, was complimented witli the 
unanimous rote of all sides of the po¬ 
litical house. 

The International Maritime Exhibition. 

Tlie country is to be congratulated 
on the phenomenally successful culmi¬ 
nation of the plan to organise the In¬ 
ternational Maritime Exhibition. On 
Monday, Nov. 4, the great Mechanics’ 
Building at Boston, was thrown open 
to the public, affording opportunity to 
inspect tile best examples of all tile in¬ 
dustries of the Cnited States allied ill 
ship construction and navigation. Over 
five hundred exhibitors applied for 
space. Tile principal exhibitors employ 
an aggregate capital of nearly $ 200 , 000 ,- 
000, and engage the services of many 
thousands of -killed workmen. It is 
doubtful if an exhibition w as ever held 
in any country devoted to a special 
line of industries, that presented such 
a phalanx of Industrial prowess as is 
demonstrated in the Maritime Exhibi¬ 
tion. This event is a most appropriate 
and gratifying climax to efforts t hut 
haveoeen pursued witli more or less 
vigor for years, to convince the people 
that America can uml decs build the 
tluest mid fleetest ships afloat,ami w ith 
proper encouragement of shipbuilding, 
can acquire a leading position among 
the maritime nations of the world, 

Tlie exhibition is so comprehensive 
anil educational that it should be at¬ 
tended by all classes of men in every 
section of tlie country wlfo are in any 
way interested in the development of 
our military and merchant marine, and 
will prove to be u prime factor in tlie 
restoration of the merchant marine of 
our country to its former standing,

It I* expected that th© fncfnrw 
which hare been concerted for the 
deepening and straightening of the 
channel of Weymouth Fore River will 
be brought to the attention of C’ongress 
end vigorously urged by C’ongressmsn 
Morse, who believes It to he sound pub¬ 
lic policy to expend the necessary 
monies for improvement of rivers and 
harbqrt, wherever there Is good pros¬ 
pect of corresponding public benefit. 
The prospective increase Af business nt 
the Fore River Engine Works, from 
which m»y eventually arise lara© oner, 
aliens in the lino of steam yacht build¬ 
ing would Abundantly repay the ex¬ 
pense of the river improvement, nnd 
the increased convenience of naviga¬ 
tion would tie a further Advantage in 
coming years. Speaking in general 
terms of the importance of such im¬ 
provements the Marine Journal snys 
that wherever there is a city adjacent 
to the sea or a great inland lake, which 
requires the enlargement and deepen¬ 
ing of its meagre waterway, it. is sou ml 
policy to spend mow»y in getting deep 
water to and from such ft city. There 
is the city of Glasgow, in Scotlsiml. for 
instance. If the little stream lending 
up to it from the sea lmd not been dug 
out, deepened and dredged, and so 
made an ample waterway, .Glasgow 
would not now he the city she is »n 
commerce nnd shipping- The same 
mav l»e said of a number of our own 
cities. There are many |w>inta on our 
coasts susceptible of being made the 
sites of future great cities by merely 
Improving the limited natural water- 
w»f* and liarbors. 

New England statesmen Are standing 
in their own light when they fail to 
give a hearty support to ample appro¬ 
priation* for river and harbor Improve- 
ments, as they have done in the past. 
Nnpigable river* and deep water har- 
bora means greater demand for New 
England built ships. The way to build 
utkshipping is to open rivers and har¬ 
bor* wnerever It is possible on our 
coast. The Now England ship owners 
will best consult their Interests in a 
strong support of the policy indicated. 
To ulTow our harbors and rivers to get 
choked up is to dose them to shipping, 
and turn over the coastwise carrying to 
the railroads.

Origin of the Fork. 

It seems clear enough, in the light of 
negativo evidence, that the few forks 
included in tho silverware of the mid¬ 
dle ages were not mo'-l ns forks arc used 
today. Bince kitchen forks served as 
spits and for holding roasts, it is prob- 
nblo that tho high-born lord* and Indies 
of those times, who only appeir to have 
possessed these instruin *nts, used their 
silver forks for toasting their bread nt 
the break fast-room fire. There il some 
direct cvidonco that they were employed 
to hold substances particularly disagree¬ 
able or inconvenient to handle, ns 
toasted cheese, which would loavo nn 
unploasant smell; or sticky sugar dain¬ 
ties; or soft fruit*, the juice of which 
would stain tho finger*. 

Only one incident is related of tho 
u*o of the fork in the nineteenth-cen¬ 
tury fashion. This was by a nobio Indy 
of Byzantium, who had marricl a Doge 
of Vcnico, and continued in that city 
to cat after her own custom cutting her 
meat very finely up nnd conveying it to 
her mouth with a two-pronged fork. 
Idle act was regardo 1 iu Vcnico, ac- 
cording to l*.etrus Damian m, as a sign 
of excessive luxury aud extreme effemi¬ 
nacy. It suggests a probability that 
tho fashion of entiug with foiks origi¬ 
nated at tho imperial court of Byzan¬ 
tium and thou extende 1 to tho west. 
Sumo hundreds of years had still to pass 
before it could be domic.bated in Kurope, 
for this Doge’s Byzantine avifo lived in 
tho eleventh century, while tho fashion 
of eatiug \vi h forks did not become 
general till the seventeenth century. 

Chinamen as Smokers.

They make the beat of bsddtef 
for animals, and If straw can bo told at 
a fair prico it would be bettor todiapoet 
of it aad ate leave* for littering instead. 
Being richer iu potash and phosphoric 
acid, the manure of forest loaves is more 
valuable than straw manure. Leaves 
make a very Comfortable bed, aad H 
would appear that nature ban adapted 
them etpeclnlly for thla purpose, 
as It reel by this use of them 
made by animals in their wild state. 

Leaves harbor no vermin; and white 
no axcjUaat absorbent, thoy do got 
become so disngreeab'e to handle as 
other littering material. Nothing else 
tnaket so good a bed for brood sows; 
and young pigs nro never strangled, as 
•omet tnes happens in a straw bod. 

To gather leaves expeditiously the 
undergrowth should bo cut and removed 
before the leaves fail. If a small area 
is thus prepare 1 it will afford all tho 
leaves that arc needed. Itako them into 
windrow* with a stcol horse-rake. 
Place tho hay-rock ou tho wagon, 
and lino it with such horse- 
sheets or blankets as aro convenient. 

Gather the leaves into largo, fist bas¬ 
kets, and a load may bo filled in a short 
time, If such baskets cm not be pro¬ 
cured, make a stout hoop of hickory 
and sew to it some coarse bagging. It 
should bo as largo as can be bandied 
conveniently when heaped full. The 
leaves should be hauled only when dry, 
and when gathered thoy should bo 
stored in a dry place. A large wooden 
fork with several tines is about thn bett 
tool to handle them with. Such a fork 
will lie found convenient for several 
uses about the farm. It will be found 
that tho leaves can be gathered and 
stowed away with but little troublo, 
and that too, when tho presturo of 
farm work is not great. The great¬ 
est difficulty it to have a suitable and 
convenient place for them, since, at 
this time of tho year, nearly overy inch 
of mow and loft-space is occupied by 
hay and fodder. A temporary loft 
might be provided in some cases by 
erecting an “upper dock” over that part 
of the barn floor that is not fillod to the 
roof. This should lto made accessible 
to the stable, and if tho leaves can bo 
dropped front this loft to tho ronr of 
the horses and stock it will bo about 
I right. Leaves when.mixed with dried 
inuck will make a desirable absorbent, 
and bo in excellent condition for the 
compoat heap. An authority estimates 
one ton 01 leavet to bo worth two of 
straw for littering .—Prairie Fanner.

The impt rtance of nitrogen ns a fer- 
tiliz.Tcau hardly he overestimated, es¬ 
pecially for all crops where a largo 
growth of leaf i* expected. It is the 
nitrogen furnished by decaying vege¬ 
table matter thnt mnkes the ^presence 
of black roil a sign of fertility. It 
is true that vegetable matter is largely 
cnrbonaccoui, and grain crops liber¬ 
ally fed with mineral p ant food will 
find their carbon in the air. Still the 
hardest and most glutinous wheat is al- 
ways grown on virgin soil. To this 
at present tho hard spring wheat of 
Dakota, Minnesota and adjacent terri¬ 
tory now owes its superiority. When 
tho soil loses its original stores of ni- 
tiogenoui fertility, the quality of tho 
northeastern wheat will rapidly dete¬ 
riorate, as that of other wheat-grow¬ 
ing section* has done. The ono way 
to prevent this, and to incrcaso not 
only tho quantity but to improve tho 
quality of wheat, is to grow clover 
largely. Clover is mainly and should 
he alwn\’s fed on tho farm where it is 
grown. Thus fed is i-t the only crop 
tho fanner ran grow that will abso¬ 
lutely increase tho amount of nitrogen 
in tho soil. Analysis of tho soil 
proves tho fact, account for it as wo 
mny. It scorn* not unro&sonnhlo to 
lielievo that clover, cither as a mulch 
or by its loosening effect on the sub¬ 
soil, helps to decomposo air imprisoned 
in tho soil, and malco available for 
plant fool somo of tho nitrogen it con¬ 
tains .—American Cultivator.

Tic up and get tho fodder in stack as 
soon as it is ready. 

How much do you “guoss” tho “rai¬ 
lage” is about your farm? 

If you have heuvy land that is not 
likely to wash had, plow it now. 

Quick futteningi* tho secret of mak¬ 
ing good and tender nnd profitablo 
beef. 

No better plnco than tho stock show 
can he found to study tho various breeds 
of meal producing stock. 

If you want rhubarb plot early next 
spring, work manure from the pig pen 
into the soil about tho plants this fall. 

The leave* of house plant* should bo 
kept clean, and frequently sprinkled 
with water, or washed with n plunt 
syringe; this not only keeps off tho in¬ 
serts, hut clears tho leave* of dust and 
opens tho breathing pores. 

Farmers should bo a* familiar with 
tho grasses they treal upon as with tho 
letters of tho alphabet. Young persons 
in tho country would find it an interest¬ 
ing experiment to make a collection of 
tho different grasses found growing in 
the vicinity of their homes. 

GardoiiH ami other pieces of ground 
whichImvo 1 »ocn manured often with 
coarso barnyard manure will bo greatly 
benefited by a dressing of potash und 
phosphutc; but perhaps common caus¬ 
tic limo would bo a* good a fertilizer a* 
ran be applied to such ground. 

When you have gathered tiio vege¬ 
table seeds aeo to it that thoy are placed 
in a dry place. If you cannot thresh 
out at once, hang up where they will 
1)0 dry. If you thresh at onco spread

DIGGING AND STOltING POTATOES. 

Potatoes have been, a* a gcuernl 
thing, an unsatisfactory crop this sea¬ 
son, on account of the rot, which in 
many localities ha* proved very de¬ 
structive. Potatoes, whether early or 
late kinds, should not bo left in the 
ground long after the vine* die. If the 
potatoes are sound a second growth may 
tuko place, to the injury of their quali¬ 
ty. If there i* rot umong the potatoes, 
digging and drying them is one of the 
methods of arresting tho trouble. II 
tho vinos have lieen killed by the fun¬ 
gus, before digging rake the remains of 
the tops to one side in honps between 
tho rows, and Imru them. This will 
materially prevent tho spread of the 
pcsL If too green to burn readily, u 
few aticks of dry wood or kindlings 
will help make a Ida/. • that will de¬ 
stroy the tops. In digging potatoes 
1 xpo-c to the nun n* little a* may he, 
but as soon a> dry gather up and store 
in a dirk, dry, and well-ventilated cel¬ 
lar. Potatoes aro best stored in slatted 
bins to hold a few lm*h -U each; these 
have the bottoms of slat*, nnd tho cor¬ 
ner piece* project below to jom leg*. 
Thete bin* may l*c set U|m>u ono an¬ 
other and a'lowr of thorough venti¬ 
lation. They facilitate the tubers to be 
overhauled, should thu spread of the 
rot make it necessary to exammo tho 
contents und sepurato tho badly decayed 
from the sound ones. A handful of 
slacked lime strewed over the pot 1 toes 
in each bin will aid in checking the 
progress of (he rot. Decayed potatoes 
should not go to the manure heap, but 
1 m* thrown upon u heap of buruiug rub¬ 
bish, orintkcafiro of brush for the 
purpose. —American Agricu tur st.

Many coins uro so culkd from thoii 
original weight, a* tin* English pound, 
the French livre and tho ltaliuu lira. 
The word “rupee" is from alio San* 
sent, rupzi. meaning silver. The 
word “dollar” is short for joachiiuita- 
ler. lu Bohemia tho word is thaler, 
which is also short for joachimthalur ot 
moucy of tho Joachim Valley, where 
coins of thi* value were first struck in 
Hjo sixteenth century.

A Steam ah Ip Ntoker’s Lire. 

The stokers on ono of tho great ocean 
steamers work four houri at a stretch, 
in a temperature ranging from 12J to 
160 degrees. The quarters nro close, 
and they must take care that while 
feeding one furnace their arms nro not 
burned on tho one bohind them. 
Ventilation is furnished through a shaft 
reaching down to tho middle of their 
quarters. Each stoker tends four fur¬ 
nace), spending perhaps two or three 
minutes at each, then dashes to the air- 
pipe to take his turn at cooling off, nnd 
waits for another call to bia furnaces. 
When the watch is over, the men go 
perspiring tbrojgh long, cold passages 
to the forcastle, where they turn in for 
eight hours. 

One man, twenty-eight years old, 
who was interviewed by a reporter, had 
been employed at the furnaces since ho 
was fourtocn years old. He weighed 
ISO pounds, and was ruddy and seem¬ 
ingly happy. IIo confessed that the 
work wai terribly hard, but “it came 
hardest on those who did not follow it 
fcgularly. But if wc get plenty to eat,” 
ho said, “and take care of ourselves we 
aro all right. Hero's a mate of mine, 
nearly seventy years old, who has been 
a stoker all his life and can do as good 
work as I can.” 

Stokers never have the consumption, 
and rarely catch cold. Their grog ha I 
bion knocked off on tho English and 
Atncricau linos becauso tho men got 
i drunk too often, and the grog did them 
| much harm. 

“When 1 u cd to take my grog I d 
work just like n lion whilo the effect 
lni*cd. I’d tnrow in my coal like a 
giant, and not mind tho heat a bit;

a child could upiet mo. Tako a man 
dead drunk before tho fires, and tho 
heat would sober him off in half an 
hour or give him a stroke of apoplexy.” 


Why We are Right-Handed. 

Primitive man, boing by nature a 
fighting auimal, fought for tho most 
part at first with his canine teeth, his 
nails and his fids, till, in process of 
time, he added to thoso early and 
natural weapons the further persuasions 
of a club or shillalah. lie also fought, 
as Darwin has conclusively shown, in 
the main for the possession of tho ladies 
of his kiud against other members of 
bis own sox aud spec os. And if you 
fight, you soon lcaru to protect tho 
most exposed and vul ucrablo portion of 
your boJy. Or, if you don’t, natural 
selection tnuuagcs it for you by killing 
you off as an immediuto consequence. 

To the boxer, wrcatlcr, hand-to-hand 
combatant, the most vul ucrablo portion 
is uudoub’.cdly tho hcatt. A hard 
blow, well delivered ou Uu loft breast, 
will easily kill, or at any rato stun, 
even a strong man. Hence from an 
early period men have used the right 
bund to fight with, and havo employed 
the left arm chiefly to cover tho heart and 
to parry a blow uiincd at that specially 
vulnerable region. And when weapons 
of effeuse nnd defense supersede mero 
fists and teeth, it is tho right haod that 
grasps tho spear or sword, while the 
left bolds over tho heart, for defense, 
the shield or buckler. 

From this simple origin, then, the 
wholo vast difference of right and left 
in civilized lifo takes it s beginning. At 
first, no drubt, the superiority of the 
right band was only felt in tho manner 
of fighting. Put that alone gave it a 
distinct pull, nu<l paved tho way at last 
for the supremacy elsewhere .—Journal 
of Health.

don’t kerf poor stock. 

Please listen \g a few admonitory 
stigestions, such as aro especially sea¬ 
sonable in tho w inter and will bear re¬ 
penting annually. It will not pay to 
keep poor, unprofitable stock at any 
season, nnd partlculrrly through the 
winter. Every farmer who raises stock 
has some which it will not pay to koep 
longer. Just as soon as stock reach ma¬ 
turity th'y should bo sold. It is a 
daily loss to keep them longer, for they 
soon cat them solve* up—that is, they 
will soon consume their own valuo in 
food. Hogs that are nine or ten 
Months old should he fattened and 
killed. Cows that are getting old 
should be sold off. Two or threo yenr 
old steers should bo sold. Tho flock of 
sheep should bo cu led out snd tho old¬ 
est well fed and and sold as soon as got 
in order. Horses that aro not needed 
should hi put into marketable shape 
and sent to market. Get rid of tho 
poorest and feed tho balaucj with whut 
they would havo eaten. Hold ou to 
tho best, and continuo to mako them 
better still by good care and feeding.— 
Weakly Witneia. 

GROWING POTATOES IN JUDGES. 

If tho ground is rich and rcaionably 
free from weeds, the potato crop is hot¬ 
ter grown in tidges than i a hills with 
rows both ways. Tho bmnll anuual 
weeds do not much matter, us in the 
ridgo system the potatoes are planted 
deeply, nud the field is harrowod thor- 
oughly before the potatoes are up, thus 
destroying tho small weeds as soon at 
they germinate. A good many m ro 
potatoes can bo grown per acre of tho 
closo-growtng varieties which havo small 
tops and grow their tabors in a bunch. 
It sccnti a wa»te of land to divoto a 
space of three feet or more each way to 
grow a hill of those varieties. Buna 
farmers mako hills threo fgot apart one 
way, ana iw«* fl | e ht inches the oth¬ 
er, thui cultivating both ways. But n 
is hard work to run a cultivator through 
theso narrow rows without injuring tho 
plants, nnd planting in ridge) is prefer¬ 
able. Early Roso po'atous may bo 
planted ten to twelve inches apart in 
lidges, thu) giving threo times as many 
hills per acre as is possible wboro rows 
arc mado both ways. When thus plant¬ 
ed it is customary to seed lightly, ono, 
or at most two, cyos in a place. This 
secures potatoes of hotter size. If 
wholo potatoes or piecj) with a great 
number of eyei aro planted in ridgei, 
they aro overcrowded, producing many 

potatoes too small to bo marketed._

POINTS IN MI KEP-KEEPING. 

Biuce it has bccotnu established that 
sheep can be well wintered on straw, 
or, at most, straw and a few cents’ 
worth of grain, they havo advanced in 
price. For several years good store or 
keeping sheep could he purchated in 
the fall for f.T or less, aud now tlioy arc 
from $4 50 to $5. Several of my towns, 
men, huvs Ua'eu Wilson in tho Now 
York Tribune, who had not kopt 
abreast of thu sheep markst, becauso 
they ure not general readers of the 
press, were offered and accepted $3.25 
for their flocks, thinking they could re¬ 
place them readily at tho low figures of 
pust years; but, after several days’ 
search, they Icurnel to their chagrin 
that they could not buy short of about 
$5. But even at |5 good ewes arc 
cheap; 25 cents will winter one six 
months if tho owuer has straw, and for 
the other six mouths her pastunigo is 
worth 5 cents a week,making her year's 
keeping $1 55. Her wool will be worth 
$2, and her lamb $1 to $5, so a large 
per cent, of profit is in her favor, bar. 
ring dogs and accidents. 

borne advocate *i'ago for sheep-feed¬ 
ing. It answer) for wethers aud fatten¬ 
ing ewes, but in not duiirable for breed¬ 
ing eWes It has been tested, and the 
weight of evidence is agaiust tho prac¬ 
tice. The ewes do not do well at lamb- 
lug-time, and the Imubs are inferior. 
Alter tho lambs are droppe l, however, 
silage it valuable feed, und m hothou«o 
lamb-growing supplies tho placo of 
root*. Timothy hay alone ia alto au un¬ 
suitable food for ewes iu lamb; it U 
consti|istiug, while straw is not. Any 
person who will observe the difference 
in droppings of stiaw-fed and hay-fed 
sheep will confirm thli assertion. When 
the t’V.dcucu ia before my c/e« that 
breeding cwoi wintered on straw alone 
•lie re 1 8 po ind per head, each had u 
lamb and every lamb livel, I am in¬ 
clined to say, though 1 confess, re¬ 
luctantly, that straw it sufficient. There 
is a bright, immediate future for the 
aheep industry. 

SOIL rou UOCHE FI. A NTS. 

The provideut gardener, and particu¬ 
larly the commercial florist, who do- 
peadt for his bread and butter upon hi* 
success, is particular about his soil. 
Ever since tho advent of growing 
monthly roaos, in such cuormout quan¬ 
tities, and with ouch marked succor, 
this soil ides hat bee- me a prominent 
oue. It was not that the idea was not 
known, or that it wa« not uraclured bv 


sssRy of tbs bast plait growsrs, tort i 
▼sat number of growers contented them* 
selves, in old times, by having a sort of 
■ilium they called a potting toil, and 
plants did fairly well, st m rate; tort 
with tho soil aa then used, r os e s warn 
not tho success they now are. 

At tho present day, tho auceassful 
florist or amateur has a pile of sods In 
somo out-of* the-way place, where It 
will decay, sad be ever ready for pot¬ 
ting purposes. Some of tho best roao- 
growers in our country use nothing elan 
for their young roses, snd there eon ba 
nothing better; others, in piling up tho 
sods, alternate the layers with stable 
manure. This makes a good compost, 
but is a congenial home for worms snd 
grubs, which are destructive to tho 
plants, which have to bo examtnod for, 
and destroyed before using. This soil 
is a base that almost any pot or home¬ 
grown plant will do well in. If tho 
sod in the first instance is without sand, 
if for pot-plants, enough good, sharp 
sund should bo mixed with it at the 
timo of potting, to give it a porous 
nature, so thnt tho water may readily 
pass through tho mail, and thus not 
•(agnate. 

Tho rose of carnation, grown in tho 
open or free ground, without potting, 
docs not need the sand, as the parti¬ 
cles are coorscr, and allow the excess of 
water to pan through without. Plants 
with vory fine fibrous roots neel more 
randy soil than such as have them 
coarser. 8o also, very small or young 
plants aru tho bettor started, if sand is 
used in their young stag;*. It also 
pays, in this case, to run it through a 
sieve, or break up finely by tho hand. 
F«»r older plants, this is not necossary 
nor desirable.— I*rairia Farmer. 


FARM AND GARDEN NOTES. 

Weasels nnd similar vermin only glva 
trouble in very rural neighborhoods. 
They generally come in a regular track 
nnd can l>o trapped, by baiting with 
dead birds or chickuns. 

The silo enables the farmer who has 
brood marcs to keep up tho milk-flow 
iu winter, and so timo the foaliog, if 
ho likes fall colts, as to havo his mares 
iu working condition in tho buiy sea¬ 
son. 

Good drainago muit be provided be¬ 
fore cold, freexing weather sets in. 
Nearly all kinds of fruit plants will be 
seriously injured if tho water be al- 
lowed to staud around the roots during 
thu winter. 

By looking around over the farm 
many httlo remnants of seed and grain 
can be put asido for tho use of the 
poultry; tho seed from tho sorghum 
stnlk*, thu shattered corn gathered up 
from the floor of tho com crib before 
the nuiv crop is houted and tho trashy 
wheat mixed with duit and chaff left on 
tho grauary floor when tho last hag has 
been carried to mill are all gaud food 
for feathered treasures. 

Hons that have taken to sneezing 
have caught cold in sonto way, aud this 
cold may become croup if the predis¬ 
posing cause is not removed. Feed 
them a warm mess mado quite hot with 
pepper in tho morning for a few days, 
and keop tho chicken homo door shut 
during tho night. If your chicken 
house is st nil open mako it wind proof 
at least. Chickens that roost out of 
doors never take cold, neither do they 
lay in the wiuter. 


The Biggest Earthquakes. 

In 365 A. D. tho greater part of the 
Homan world was convulsed by an 
csrthquako, which was followed by 
tidal waves. For n long timo after¬ 
ward the city of Alexandria annually 
coinmcmotated the fatal day when 50,- 
000 citizens lost their lives iu nn inuu- 
dation. Two centuriei later the Homan 
empire again whs shaken, aud credulity 
is staggered by the statement that 250,- 
000 lives were lost. 

Ouu shrinks from enumerating many 
of the great earthquakes of history, for 
to attempt tho task is to sup full of 
horror*. In the ea-ly history of Amer¬ 
ica the disappearance of whole citiea 
was not unusual. In 1456 60,000 per¬ 
sons were killed in Naples. Iu 1759 
there were destructive shocks in Syria, 
and at Bal bee 20,000 perished. In 
17£3 Guatemala, with all its riches and 
8 000 families, was swallowed up. la 
Bicily aud Cambria, from 1738 to 1786, 
tho victims reached a total of 80,000. 
China'i capital was destroyed iu 1333, 
and niultitud.’s were killed iu a series 
of shocks that were distributed through 
ten yeurs. And so ou until tho statis¬ 
tic* become sickening. 

Tho great L si>on earthquake of 1755 
will bo remembered as tho one in which 
tho good Dr. J >hmon refused to be¬ 
lieve, although bo pinned liis faith to 
tho story of tho Cock lane ghost. This 
shock ox'ended over a ourfaco of tho 
globe four times gr«stor than that of 
Europe, destroying tho cities of Fez 
aud Mctquinez iu Mor> cco, with 16,- 
0U0 pcr»ou«, an i at? cting the coasts of 
Grcculand, th*- Dio of Madeira, and the 
West Indie*, nearly 4000 miles away. 
In Lisbon it wat All Btiuts’ day, the 
hour of high in us, and all the churches 
were crowded. Then) were three 
diocks, and then tho city was in ruins. 
Tho esrthquaku was followed by tho 
horrors of a conflagration. 

Iu theCVracu earthquake of 1813 tho 
people were praying, like those of LU- 
I on, wheu desolation catno upou thorn. 
It was Thursday of Holy week, and 
great nuinlvr* were irf the churchoa. 
At lea>t 4000 pc p!o perished in tho 
downfall of tho sacred edifices. Oue 
cathedral nnl« held out.

A number of our hnainfM mon will 
apply electric motivo power in their 
manufacturing opornHrtms If it ran be 
furnished At a moderate tariff by the 
Electric Light And Power Company. 
Wo learn from Nnp't Davis tlmt it re- 
qnirea a development of over eleven 
hundred home power to furnish one 
thousand horwi power, the 1 “M from 
the engine to the dynamo being ten 
per cent, with Added lriM in the tranr- 
miwion over the wires, and tlmt the 
average cost of the power to the taker 
is $100 per hor«? power yearly. Where 
comparatively ►mail power is required 
electric motors have an advantage over 
steam in being readyJo start up at nny 
moment, no engineer being required to 
be at the factory early in the morning 
to have the power ready for the day s 
work, while the steadiness of the elec¬ 
tric force is eulogized by all who have 
used it. Klcctric motors will !h» exten-. 
sivcly used in the future for require- 
ments of limited power, but the en¬ 
hanced cost over steam will perhaps 
prevent its introduction where largo 
power is required, the same objection 
applying to water motors to a great ex- 
tent. It was supposed by ninny when 
the Weymouth waterworks .were put 
In operation that an opportunity would 
be afforded small factories to obtain an 
economical power, and we have advo¬ 
cated the pumping of the entire amount 
of water used, on this ground of sen-ice 
to manufacturers; but an interview with 
Commissioner Aug. ,1. Richard*. who 
looked closely into the subject at t lie 
time of opening of water operations, 
reveals an expenditure for the purpose 
with which the return of power tlmt 
might be used would hardly In* com¬ 
mensurate. The cost of pumping water 
averages nearly ten cents per one thous¬ 
and gallons, and in addition to the cost 
of pumping the large amomif of water 
which would he required for running 
motors, nn enlargement of mains and 
capacity of standpipe would in* neces¬ 
sary, ail of which would make water 
power too expensive for operation, and 
we must now look to electric force as 
the most available motive power f*ttlic 
manufacturers whose operations are on 
a limited scale. It is deemed probable 
that if a fair amount of power is sub¬ 
scribed for that some reduction would 
be made in the tariff, so that the ex¬ 
pense would not much exceed that of 
steam power.

Dot* Farmiijn Pay? 

-Is it ffuffsfion of wide discussion in New 
England and from the experience of 
Mr. Francis Iticliards, one of our suc¬ 
cessful market gardeners on Summer 
street, it can be asserted that farming 
does pay, under requisite conditions of 
good land, understanding of the busi¬ 
ness and needed application to the 
work in hand. Mr. Iticliards commenced 
tlie business twenty years ago, with 
small means, and lias always made his 
farm of 15 acres pay a good per centage 
yearly, though the present year has 
been somewhat unfavorable in point of 
long continued wet weather. A far¬ 
mer’s work cannot be done in broad¬ 
cloth and kid glove attire, but putting 
the hand to the plough and continued 
attention to details, with kunwlodge of 
the business, will make farming pay 
anywhere.
